All troops and followers.' 

General. 

1. All troop 8 on the Indian establishment, Indian units serving tempo- AprJicaUon^ 
rarily in the colonies, followers entitled to be clothed at the expense of the re 
State, and military medical pupils, will he clothed under these regulations. 

2. The A. C. Dept, is charged with the supply to the army of all 
clothing and necessaries, except such as are permitted to be purchased 1 
regimentally. The "Dept, is administered by the Q. M. G. in I. 

3. Clothing and necessaries are supplied from two factories : one at j 
Alipore, Calcutta, and the other at Madras. Each factory is in the 
executive charge of a Supdt., the senior of whom is also tho D. A. C. 

All questions regarding prices will ho referred to the C. M. S. A. 

4. Boots and all other articles of foot gear are supplied from the Supply of boots. 
Army Boot Depot-, Cawnpore, and the G. I., A. B. performs his duties as 

such under the orders of the Q. M. G. in I. In addition to his other 
duties in the Ordnance Dept., the G. I., A. B. is charged with tho 
inspection of the process of manufacture of boots, and is responsible that 
supplies are in all respects equal to the sealed patterns. The stock of hoots 
ordinarily maintained is detailed in Appx. XIII. 

5. The duty of supplying clothing aud necessaries is distributed as Iudeuts, 
follows, and indents should be addressed accordingly : —

6. Indents will be made on the forms and dates shown in I. A., F. i-' 

Z-2000. Payment indents should not ordinarily be made by the Os. C. 
units and local beads of depts. more frequently than once in 3 months. 

They will bejn^^ and will be signed by Os. C. units in the 

case^ofTroops and in the case^of departments (see also para. 20) by the 
officer who draws the indivi dual’s pay. In the latter case the names of 
individuals will be shown in I. A. F. Z-2091. The special particulars 

as to the size specified in the various indent forms relating to clothing 
should, when necessary, accompany payment indents. Emergent indents 
must be made under the rules contained in A, R. I., Vol. II. In the 
case of British troops the requirements of drafts should bo anticipated. 

Changes affecting indents should be at once communicated to the Supdt., 

A. C. F. ^ , 

7. Instructions for measuring and fitting are given in Appx. TIL 

- 8, British troops moving in relief will ordinarily leave behind, on : 

transfer, all surplus public clothing such as are of a pattern used by the \ 
relieving unit. vSuch transfers will be subject to the acceptance of the 
relieving officer as regards condition and suitability of sizes. Part- worn 
public clothing which is transferred, must be in good repair and service- 
able condition.

10. The soldier is 'responsible for the safe custody of all articles of 
clothing and necessaries in Ixis charge. Ho is also responsible for the 
execution of any repairs "which may he required thereto, including petty 
repairs to public clothing, and for replacing any article of public clothing 
■which is badly damaged through neglect -while in his charge. 

11. A soldier Trill not be reqnired-or permitted to wear or pay for 
clothing or necessaries of a description different from those authorized 
for^ him, nor allowed to provide himself with any articles, the supply of 
which is authorised by these Regulations, by purchase from tradesmen, 
except such as are expressly required or permitted to be provided regi- 
mentally (see para. 2). This does not apply to articles purchased volun- 
tarily for wear at recreation, which may be worn under conditions approved 
by the 0. C. the station. 

Patterns# 

12# Standard patterns of all articles supplied by the A. C. Dept., 
approved and sealed by the G. of I., are, with the exception of badges 
obtained through the W, 0., lodged in the A. 0. F. y Alipore, Duplicates 
of these patterns sealed by tlio Q. M. G. in L are deposited in supplying 
factories. Duplicate patterns, sealed by the supplying officer, will also be 
maintained in each unit and used when examining supplies. In the 
case of British units, these patterns will form part of the stock of per- 
sonal clothing and necessaries maintained under para. 16, while to Indian 
units they will bo supplied by A. G. F. on payment. 

13. The 0. G. is responsible that scaled patterns are complete and in 
serviceable condition. To ensure this, indents should indicate the articles 
of "which new patterns are required. When new patterns' are received, 
tho old ones may he used for ordinary issues. 

14. Scales and patterns of necessaries of native troops are left to the 
discretion of tho 0. C., but all changes must he sanctioned by the Divb 
or Indept. Bde. Comdr. 

Issues on Payment. 

15. Except articles of public clothing for British troops all articles 
of clothing and necessaries will he issued on payment from A. 0. E. 

16. British units will maintain a small stock of personal clothing' 
and necessaries as a reserve to meet payment demands from soldier. 
In the case of personal clothing, the values of stocks so maintained 
should not exceed the following limit : —

17, In the case of Indian units if the value of articles issued on 
payment exceeds Bs. 500, credit may be given in quarterly instalments 
subiect to the proviso that the fall amount is credited within the same 
financial year. In the case of newly raised or reconstituted units, the 
terms of repayment -will be as specially ordered.

They- are also entitled to have their uniforms made up 
in a factory, the first issue being - invariably so made. Sub-asst. 
surgeons and Indian rnilitary medical pupils are also allowed to obtain 
clothing on payment from A. C. . F. Other officers may indent for 
any clothing, necessaries or materials suitable for- their uuiforms which 
may be available or draw them from regimental stores on payment. - 
The above issued, also any, such as to peons, which are made for the 
convenience , of- the State are classed os “ authorised ” within the 
meaning, of A. R. I., Vol, II. All others require the sanction of the 
administrative officer, but issues of materials to departmental officers 
with honorary rank and soldiers on the tT. L. will, if available, usually 
Be allowed.

22. No paymeut issues will be made to civilians except when it is issues to 
necessary for departmental reasons to dispose of redundant, . obsolete Clvllian3 * 
or damaged stores'. 

.23, Discharged soldiers may be supplied with medal ribbons by Discharged 
cash payment on application to 'any British unit. soldiers. 

Receipt and condemnation of* clothing. 

24. In continuation of the instructions contained in A. R. I., Vol. II, Action on 
-the officer who inspects supplies on receipt will compare them with the rcc01pt> 
sealed patterns as’ regards make, quality, and workmanship. Garments 

and materials will not be rejected on account of trivial defects and 
blemishes which do not affect the wearing quality or appearance of the 
article.. In the case of marked defects affecting the wearing quality 
or appearance, .C. Os. will communicate with Supdt., A. C. F., 
sending him sealed samples of the articles rejected. The Supdt., 

A. C. F., will carefully investigate the case, and if he concurs in the 
rejection, he will replace or alter the articles or submit the case to his 
superior departmental officer, if beyond his financial powers, otherwise 
he will ask the 0. C, to bring the articles before a station board com- 
po?ed of experienced officers forwarding at the same time his own 
statement of the case for the information of the members of the hoard. 

. Tn special cases of complaint the Supdt., A. 0. F., may depute a subor- 
dinate toexplain technical matters to the board. The proceedings of the 
station board with samples of the articles rejected (in the case of hoots 
10 per cent, of rejection) will be submitted to the Gr. 0. G. the Divn. 
or Indept. Bde. the unit iB serving in, whoso decision, if against the 
unit, will be final. If, however, this officer upholds the condemnation, 
the matter will he disposed of according to the amount involved, by 
himself or the competent financial authority. 

25. In the case of clothing which is defective but which can he made Alterations 
fit for issue, the receiving officer will report to the supplying officer the orT °r airB * 
nature and extent of the alteration and, repairs required, and will also 
obtain and attach to his report a detailed estimate of materials and the 

cost of the labour required to carry out the work. Thereafter action will 
be taken as indicated in para. 24. 

, 26. All materials are sealed or stamped at both ends before issue ; Deficiencies 
in the case r therefore, of any deficiency being found, the piece should, not in 11 atenais. 
be cut, or the marks or seals removed, until reference has been made to 
the supplying officer. > 

27. When clothing in* wear, becomes unserviceable or shows defects clothing 
which indicate some defect in materials or, in the __case of hoots, work- piemltoeVy! 
mauship within-two months of being issued to. the soldier, the matter 
will be dealt with as laid down in para. 24.

38. A personal first free issue of an identity disc (-with cord) will Free issue to 
-be made to staff officers ; British officers with British and Indian units, 8 a 0 cers ' 

including S. and T. CorpB ; Indian officers ; officers M. W. S., R. A. 

M. 0., I. M. S., A. V. 0. and O. Dept., except those who have already 
received a free issue before arrival in India. Thereafter, the article 
will be kept up at tbe expense of the officer. The discs (with cords) 
will be issued to regimental officers from the reserves maintained in 
tbeir units, and marked regimentally ; those of other officers will be 
obtained on-indent from, and marked in, A. C. F. 

British Troops. 

Personal clothing, necessaries and allowances. 
f Glassification. 

39. The articles classified, as personal clothing, the periods of wear Articles to 
and the scale upon which they will be maintained, are detailed in bo tept up ' 
Appendix VI. The periods are fixed for purposes of assessing clothing 
allowances and also claims for losses under para. 144. The articles 
classed as necessaries and the Beales upon which they will be maintained 

are detailed in Appendix X. Free issues in kind, and a quarterly clothing 
allowance for the provision of articles which are to be kept up, but of 

- which issues in kind are not authorised, and for the upkeep of all the 
articles detailed,; are as authorised below. The clothing allowance, will be 
drawn quarterly in advance on “ clothing quarter days, viz., 1st January, 

1st April, 1st July and 1st October. 

40. A soldier enlisted, or re-enlisted, in India, or rejoining on cancel- Free issues, 
lation of discharge, or from the reserve, will receive a free issue of the 
personal clothing and necessaries “ to be kept up” (Appendices VI and X). 

Military medical pupils will receive a similar free issue of clothing. 

The above classes will, on the fourth quarter day following, receive 
the sum. of Rs. 22-14-0 and a quarter’s clothing allowance, the latter be- 
ing drawn'subsequently quarterly. Medical pupils will not, however, re- 
ceive the sum of Rs. 22-14-0. 

41. * Boys enlisted in India will receive a free issue of the personal for 

clothing and necessaries “to he kept up” (Appendices VI and X). boy5 ‘ 
Personal clothing outgrown or worn out will be replaced at the expense 

of the State at the discretion of the O. 0., until such date as hoys are 
„ struck off the roll of boys : the garments outgrown will be sold for the 
benefit of the State. They will be credited with the clothing allowance 
from the quarter day succeeding the date of their being struck off the 
roll, or^of their completing 12 months’ service, whichever is the later date. 

To the first clothing allowance will be added the accumulated amount of 
kit allowance at the rate ox two annas per diem , from the date of being 
struck off the roll, or of commencing their seventh month of service 
whichever is the later. 

42* Boys'arriving in India from the United Kingdom or the Colonies B °y. s arriving 
will be similarly treated except that on arrival they will receive a free India * 
issoe of only such articles of personal clothing and necessaries of the scale 
“ to he kept up ” (Appendices VI and X) as are not already in their 
possession. 

_ 43* In the case of outgrown garments in possession of soldiers under Outgrown 

- 18 years of age who, being on the establishments, are not treated as garments ' 
boys and have drawn clothing allowance, the following rule will be ’ 
observed : — 

- When G, Os. 0. are satisfied that a new issue has become necessary 
and that due attention was paid, when fitting, to the instructions in 
Appx, III the unexpired value of the garments requiring replace- 
ment, will be assessed by -be O. C. the unit, and will be credited to 
the soldier, the -new articles required "being issued on payment. The 
garments outgrown, will be sold for the benefit of the State. 

44. Soldiers arriving in India from the United Kingdom will receive Soldiers 
a free issue of the articles shown, under scale “Home,” Appx. VI, Troops inindil

Ledgers, forms and accounts. 

115. Tbe lodger and forms used in connection with clothing and 
necessaries are detailed in I. A. P. Z-2000 and 2001. They contain 
instructions for their preparation and disposal. 

116. Public clothing is accounted for in the public clothing ledger 
(I, A. F. A.-74). These ledgers will be dosed anuually (on 31st March 
for artillery units and, 30fch September for all other unit’s) and de- 
spatched for audit to the 0. M. S. A, The ledgers will be accompanied 
by vouchers numbered serially supporting the receipt and issue transac- 
tions, the voucher number being noted against the correspondence entry 
in the ledger. Every unit will maintain, ns a regimenfal^record, a nomi- 
nal register showing the date of issue'of every article of public clothing 
in possession of individuals. This will be used in assessing the recoveries 
to be made from soldiers for public clothing lost *or destroyed,, for pre- 
paring the statement of public clothing taken away by a unit on leaving 
the country, and on any other occasions on which the date of issue of an 
article of public clothing is required.

Washing Flannel Shirts, Worsted Soc7cs and Woollen Goods . 

19. The water in which the articles are washed should be lukewarm only; they 
should on no account he put into boiling or even very hot water, as it tends to shrink 
the material. The articles must be well rinsed in clean tepid water before drying. 
Yellow soap only should be used, and the use of washing powder is prohibited. A little 
ammonia (one tablespoonful to two gallons of water) may he added to romove grease 
and perspiration. ‘ ; 

After the water has been completely wrung out of them, the articles will be well 
pulled out by hand before drying. 

Appendix II. 

Instructions for the enre and preservation of boots. 

Care in store — - 

(a) On receipt of a consignment from the factory, all the hoots should bo imrao* 

* diately dubbed, packed in cases and stored in as cool a place as possible. 
In a damp climate they may he kept suspended where space permits. 

( h ) All hoots in store should be dubbed every six months. A mixure of cod-liver 
oil . and tallow is the best preparation ; but neat’s foot oil, castor oil or 
mutton fat may be used if dubbing is not available. For brown boots 
and gaiters mutton fat is tbe best; it does not colour tbe leather as much 
as the other preservatives. 

(c) The 'store-room should be kept well ventilated hut in the hot weather windows 
should be kept closed during tbe day. 

After issue to the soldier — 

(#) Boots’ should be taken into wear as soon as issued. 

(6) All boots should be kept in wear and not allowed to lie idle, as they deteriorate 

through disuse. 

(c) All boots should have a light dressing of dubbing rubbed well into them once 

a week, - _ 

(d) After gettin gwet, boots should bo cleaned thoroughly, and when half dry, 

. ' well dubbed. 

(e) Boots should never be dried in tbe sun or before a fire. 

(/j When any repair becomes necessary it should ho done at once. A stitch :* 
time Baves nine and will save the soldier’s money.

'Instructions. 


1* Tunics, frocks, jackets and blouses . — When tho height of tho mod is" being 
taben, they will not wear boots. The breast and waist measurements will bo taken 
under tho tunic, frock or jacket, and over tho regulation ehirt, and ho addition should bo 
Trade when measuring, ns tho proper allowance will bo made by tho A* C, Dopt.;if 
there aro any men who, from peculiarities of figure or other reas one,’ cannot bo included 
in tho rd/es given m the size-roll, they will bo included in I. A. -F. G-837 unless tlioy 
can bo arranged for ftom tho proportion to be rondo regirocntally and from tho normal 
scale of umtorinls. A size larger should ho obtained for growing boys than their actual 
measurements indicate. The length of aleevc required will bo taken from tho centre 
of tho hack to tho wrist, with tho arm bent nnd the elbow level with to shoulder, 
Tho blouse when worn without the kummorhaud should reach 1 to within! 4 inches from 
the point of tho knee. k 

2. Trousers. The measurement of the sido ssams will bo taken from three inches 
above *tho liipbonc down ,to ono inch from tho ground, nnd that of.ilio. leg, seam from 
the fork to one inch from the ground. Tho waist measurement will bo taker* mtor 
tightly over tho trousers and should bo ono inch less than' tho waist measurement of to 
-tunic, frock or jacket. 

G. Knickerbockers and pt/jamahs. — Tho height of to man and waist measured 
iincnt over tho tvousora should bo takon. 

4. Pantaloons.— Tho side seam measurement 'will bo taken from three inches 
rabovo the liipbouc down to tho kneo, and to tho measurement thus obtained one inch 
rand a half will bo added. Tho tapo will then be taken on to fch'o small, tho calf and to 
tho full length. Tho full length will he about five inches from tho ground. Tho leg 
seam will bo taken from to fork to tho knee, nnd to. the measurement thus obtained 
ono inch and a ball* will bo added. Thb tapo will then bo taken pi to the iinall, ,tlie 
calf to tho full length. Tho waist measuromeut will bo taken rather tightly over, tho 
trousers or pantaloons, and will bo ouo iu6h less ton the waist measuremeni’ of the 
tunic, frock or jacket. Tho dimensions of kneo, calf, small add bottom should’ be fakeh 


5. Great-coats . — tflie measurements will betaken over th6 tunic € of serge frock. 
Thov should, when measured behiud, reach to within 15 iaplies, pfthe ground . _ 

0 . Head-dresses.— A head-dress’ which* fits tlie soldibr will he. measured, aud not 
the man's licdd, and the size number qf .the head-drCss thus ascertained will Bo recorded 
instead of tho circumference of the head. # _ 

7. Boots and shoes.— The proper fitting, or boots, on which the marching of an 
■army depends, is a matter of the first importance. Company officers who, superintend 
the fitting of boots will see that they aro fully long enough, special care being taken 
that boys and growing lads are not .allowed to wear boots too small a size,. As 
there is often a slight difference in boots of the same size humhor, great care is re- 
quired in the fittings, 
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Measuring and Fitting,— A j^ky. hi. 


8. Enee-boofcs must be sufficiently large in the heel and instep me as arc men ts to 

admit o£ their being easily drawn on and off when wefc.‘ To ensure this, every man 
will be measured from heel to instop and the boots issued to him will bo one inch larger 
in the heel and iustep than such measurement ; for instance, a boot measuring 14 i 
inches inside round the heel and instep will bo given to a man whose foot measures 
but 13£ inches. When the knee-boot is on the upper edge will bo ono iucb below the 
kneecap. # 11 b 

9. After a man is fitted, thetoe3 of his boots should be raised by means of a last 
or piece of wood, and the whole of the upper well oiled with animal oil in order to 
make more room at this part. 

10. The foot of every man will be measured on enlistment, by an N. C. 0., in the 

following manner c— ‘ ^ 



(a) Take the length (when tlio man is sitting) with 
a Bizo stick and with a measuring tape tho 
circumference of joints of toes tho 

instep (C-D), the heel and ankle (jEWF), and 
for knee boots the calf (G-H) as shown in 
diagram. 


f£) ThG measurements and the sizo of the boot required will be passed with 
the recruits documents to the service unit, • where they will he recorded in 
the company measurement roll, and checked half-yearly before indents uto 
submitted. 

(c) "Where any difficulty is experienced in fitting from the ordinary stock sizes, 

n pencil outline of the foot taken whilst standing on a piece of paper 
together with the^ihove measurements, will accompany the indent for the 
boots. 

(d) A rrtnTi will invariably bo rc*measured before passing to the reserve. 

11. The following is tho scale of sizes, lengths and mngnitudts of fitting for 
boots and Highland shoes. This -scale should bo carefully scrutinised when checking 
‘the measurements of men recorded in the company measurement roll, as it will 
greatly asBist company commanders and others in ascertaining the correct size of boot 
for each man.

Those required for men of 
unusual dimensions only should he ordered by giving the actual measurements — A to 
B, C to D and E to F. 

Measurements are required to be taken in inches and half inches ; no smaller 
fractions of an inch will be attended to. 

INSTRUCTIONS FOR TAKING MEASUREMENTS. 

The measurement A to B (e.$., along 
the back seam of the gaiter) should be 
taken in the following manner : — 

Sit in such a position that with the foot 
resting fiat on the ground, the leg will be 
at right angles with the thigh. Place a 
straight edge horizontally along top of 
thkh. From the point B (edge of seat 
and heel at back) draw a tape perpendicu- 
lar to the ground, to the point A on the 
under surface of the straight edge ;

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PREFACE. 


T HIS volume of Army Regulations, India, contains tlie orders of the Govern- 
ment of India on ordnance matters. It is intended primarily for tlie use of 
officers of the Ordnance Department. Such subsidiary instructions as may be 
necessary for the efficiency of the department will be framed in accordance with 
the spirit of these orders, and will be issued by the Director General of Ordnance. 

2. Officers are expected to interpret these regulations reasonably and intelli- 
gently with a due regard for the interests of the public service. No attempt ha3 
been made to prescribe for necessary but self-evident exceptions, nor for such 
matters of detail as Bhould be provided for by the Director General of Ordnance.

23. Civilian gazetted and non-gazetted officers, TV. and N. C. Os 
and subordinates, deputed to England for a courso of instruction, ' must 
reside near the place of instruction. Tbev -will be allowed travelling 

..expenses for tliomselves, but not for tbeir families, from the port of dis°- 
embarkation to the place of instruction, or to their intended places of 
residence, and back again on return to India. 

24. Civilian gazetted and non-gazetled officers, TV. and N. C. Os., 
aud^ departmental - officers in special cases, may be selected by tbe 
D. G. 0. to go through a .courso of instruction -when on furlough. 
Attendance at a course will form no ground for any extension of leave. 
The D. G. 0. will inform tho Military Secretary, India Office, of the 
particular courso recommended. The Military Secretary will inform the 
individual concerned, who will not join without orders nor can he with- 
draw without sanction. He must produce evidence that he is ia a fit 
stato to go through the courso. For this purpose he will —

Os., and subordinates attending a course of in- 
struction during, or in extension of his leave, will be granted travelling 
expenses for him Self, but not for bis family, at the rates named in 
para. 24. 

(1) Between his home and the places of instruction both on com- 

mencing and finishing. the course. 

(2) Between the recognised place of instruction and any factories at 

a distance which lie may have to visit, and back. 

If, while undergoing instruction in any part of his course, he is 
specially ordered to visit factories at a distance from tbe recognised 
places of instruction, he will receive a subsistence* allowance of 10s. a 
day for the first week, and 5s. a day thereafter. For the first and last 
days of a journey it will he limited to 5s. For a return journey in one 
day, 'if sufficiently long to necessitate any expense besides that of convey- 
ance, 2s. will be allowed. Claims for excess baggage, not exceeding 2 
cwt., must be supported by vouchers. Cab fares will not be allowed 
when railway conveyance is available, and will in no case exceed os. in 
any single journey. Claims for the travelling expenses of families are 
inadmissible. : 

27. The ordinary courses of instruction which W. and N. C. Os. may 

attend in England are detailed in Appendix IV. Classes for skilled, 
mechanics who require to study the details of manufacture are formed at 
any convenient time. ' _ . . 

28- If prevented at any time from attendance, by sickness, the indi- 
vidual concerned must furnish a medical certificate. 

29. Ceitificates of proficiency granted at the conclusion of a course 
will be sent to the G. of I. by the India Office for transmission to the 
individual concerned.

Factories will work 46 hours a week exclusive of intervals of rest. The 
executive officer must grant half -an hour’s interval during the day in 
accordance with tho Factory Act. In cases of emergency all employes, 
can bo called upon to work extra hours by day or night, but no systematic 
aver time work may bo carried on without previous sanction of the 
administrative officer. Permanent employes will not be granted extra 
pay for overtime work except for more than 30 hours of such work 
within a period of 30 days, and for full work on Sundays and author- 
ized holidays. 

37. Every W. and N. C. 0. and civilian employe of similar status, 
and pormanent clerks employed in factories and arsenals provided with a 
clock register will initial or sign it on arrival. In ordnance establish- 
merits where there is no clock register au attendance book will be 
maintained in lien. 

38. Eo stores may pass out of an ordnance ostablishmeut unless 
accompanied by, nnd entered on, an authorised pass signed by an orduance 
or departmental officer of tbe department. 

39. All vehicles, and every Indian, except clerks, supervisors, sirdars, 
iindnls, mistris, storo accountants, sepoys, and pensioners, will bo carefully 
searched when passing out of an ordnanco establishment. The execu- 
tive officer may, in case of suspicion, causo any or all of the above 
mentioned to bo searched. 

’ 40. Each arsenal or depot consists of the divisions shown in' Appendix 

XI- A, A. R. [., Yol. ir. 

Tho more important divisions of an arsenal or depot, are placed in 
cbnrgo of selected senior warrant officers. Those of less importance 
are in charge of other W. or N. C. Os. Each storelmldor’s charge 
should bo concentrated as much as possible in one or adjacent bnildings. 
Every store room will havo its divisional number, (see A. R. I., Vol II, 
Appendix XI- A), its contents (except when outside the arsenal enclosuie) 
according to vocabulary sectional heading, and its serial arsenal 
number, clearly painted on tho outside. Executive officers will gen- , 
erally superintend and periodically inspect all divisions, delegating to 
junior officors their immediate supervision. 

Stores. 

41. Reserves must bo kopt complete, in thoroughly serviceable 
condition, ana ready for immediate use. They must not be issued for 
ordinary purposes without the prior sanction of the D* G. 0. 

When reserves are issued for the purpose for which they are, main- 
tained, issues are not to bo made in excess of tho amounts sanctioned for 
that purpose, nor is one reserve to be oncroached upon for issue to - 
another without prior sanction of the D. G. 0., except in cases of 
extreme urgency, when the issue may be made ou the responsibility of 
the demanding officer. 

42. All receipts and issues of stores, whether external or internal, 
must be posted in the storeliolder’s ledgers except those for deposit 
stores. Ledgers will be maintained on a system of loose sheets bound 
in guard books but removable at will. The carbon duplicating, process 4 
will be employed in posting, the sheets being in sots of three. One 
will be detached and sent to the S. C. M. S. A. each half year. In the 
ordnance factories the sheet will be sent to the Chief Accountant, office 
of the D. 0. F. Separate ledgers will be kept up for reserves, and these 
will be checked, at least once a year, by an inspector of accounts. Ap- 
pendix tmd pattern ledgers will not be sent to the S.' C. M. S. A. 

43. All plant will be posted in an establishment plant list, and all 
stores in use, excepting expendable articles, which will bo written off 
to divisional or shop charges, will be posted in appendix lists, which 
will show the branch to which they belong.

T HIS volume contains the orders of the Government of India on military- 
medicar and sanitary matters. It is intended principally for the use of 
officers of the medical service. Such subsidiary instructions, in pursuance of 
these orders, . as. may he necessary, will be issued under the orders of the Com- 
mander-in- Chief in India. 


Officers are expected to interpret these regulations reasonably and intelli- 
gently, with a duo regard to tho interests of the service. No attempt has been 
made to prescribe for necessary and self-evident exceptions, nor for such matters 
of detail aB should be provided for by local authorities.

in and out of hospital. Regimental medical officers of the I. M. S. may 
be detailed by tbe S. M. 0., I. M. S., for any medical and sanitary duties 
he may consider necessary, provided regimental arrangements (*.e., field 
firing, parades, etc.) are not interfered with. 

41. Medical officers are required to attend without delay to sick calls M. Os. may 

. from any persons entitled to medical attendance, and others in rases of attend '^1° 
emergency, taking such subsequent action as may be suitable with regard fj°"® r notin 
to those not in their official charge. In exceptional cases medicines for chorgo. 
persons not in Government service may be prescribed from public stores. 

42. Unless required to do so by law in medico-legal matters, medical 
officers may not assist persons unconnected with the service in official 
subjects, or in private enterprises, without the sanction of Government. 

They shall not grant lunacy certificates, except in accordance with the 
Lunatic Acts in force. 

43. Junior medical officers and subordinates will bo instrncted 
by their seniors in their practical preparation for promotion, and in their 
duties on field service. They will, when necessary, or practicable, be 
detailed for duty with troops on field days. 

44. All entries of a confidential or responsible character, and those 
which involve professional knowledge, will be made in the handwriting 
of medical officers in the original copies of official documents. 

45. Medical officers in military and civil employment may be assigned 
temporary civil and military duties, respectively, as an extra charge, with 
the concurrence of the local Government and the Divl. Comdr. This 
sanction, will cover changes of medical officers, if required. 

• 46. Post-mortem examinations will be made for medico-legal purposes 
only, or for the elucidation of -some important and obscure illness in 
cases where the. relatives do not object. The express permission of the 
deceased’s relatives and 0.0. must be obtained in the case of Indians. 

Duties connected with the sick. 

47. Officers in charge of hospitals are responsible that the capabilities 
of the personnel, and the resources of the hospitals generally, are fully 
and ' properly applied to the care and comfort of the sick. Attention is 
directed to the oi’ders contained in A. R. I., Vol. II, relating to the duties 
of medical officers. 

48. M edical officers and others attached to hospitals for duty are 
responsible that the different duties assigned to them are discharged with 
scientific skill .and completeness, and that order, comfort, and regularity 
prevail in the various parte of the hospital at all hours. 

49. Prisoners who cannot be certified as fit for trial or commitment 
to prison, in accordance with the certificates (modified if necessary) on 
A. F. B. 116, C. 355 and 388, or I, A. F. D. 913, will be sent to hospital. 

Attention is directed to tbe duties of medical officers contained in the 
rules for military prisons, and the regulations for garrison and regi- 
mental provost prisons.

Sanitation and prevention of disease. 

68, So far as the authorized arrangements of the service admit of General 
it, the most approved modorn. principles, of sanitation, and for the mles * 
prevention of disease, will be constantly applied in connection with the 
troops. The special attention of medical officers will be directed to 
supervising the arrangements connected, with accommodation, air space 
and ventilation, the source and quality of supplies, kitchen methods, 
conservancy arrangements, drainage, dust, general cleanliness, the 
banishment of flies and mosquitoes, the personal hygiene of the troops 
and followers (particularly those dealing with food, milk, water, and 
washing), the selection of camping-grounds, camp hygiene, the detection 
of disease and its cause, and disinfection. 

* Officers’ messes of both British and Indian corps will be periodically 
inspected, Bpecial attention being paid to their kitchens and c surroundings. 

69* D- A, Ds. M. S. (Sanitary) are appointed to Divl. Hd. Qrs. Special 
for the purpose of investigating and advising on the cause and preven- officers? 
tion of disease, and sanitary questions in general. Assistant surgeons 
are appointed as assistants to the D. A. Ds. M. S. (Sanitary) 
in each Divu. to carry on the routine work during their absence on 
inspection tour, as a^collateral charge. 

70. Laboratories are established at head-quarters stations of Divisions Divisional 
and -Brigades for conducting chemical and bacteriological examination, and Brigade 
also in the enteric fever convalescent depots at Naini Tal and Wellington. laboratories * 

71. The duties of the S. M. Of. in connection with the general sanita- ^tary 
tion of cantonments are laid down in the Cantonment Code. He will canton- 
make a personal visit to every part of the Cantonment at least once a ments * 
month and shall report any insanitary defects he may notice both to the 
officer responsible under Section 69, Cantonmeut Code, I8P9, and to the 
cantonment, authority, as laid down in Cantonment Code, Section 

71, and will .visit, all lines occupied by troops at least once a fortnight. 

He will be assistedin these duties (so far as their respective charges are 
concerned) by the medical officers in charge of units and hospitals, who 
will make such inspections as may be ordered and bring to His notice any 
matter relating to the health of the troops of the station, which may 
require the orders of the O. C. the station (see para. 38) or the canton- 
ment authority (see Cantonment Code). The general state of sanitation 
an awaiting “removal will bemoted in periodical health returns.

Officer (see King’s Regulations, paragraph 993). The diaries should be 
so prepared that in one column there is a statement of the conditions 
found, and if any defects calling for remedy, in a parallel column -will be 
entered the notes or remarks of the Commanding - Officer concerned, and- 
in a third parallel column -will be noted the action taken. It is the duty 
of the S. M. O. of the R. A. M. 0. and I. M. S. to inspect these 
diaries of their respective services once a. "week and to take such action 
as may be necessary, 

72. The S. . 0. of the station will keep himself acquainted with 
the sanitary condition of camping. grounds and country in the neigh- 
bourhood of cantonments, and the health of the inhabitants, with a view 
to the detection of any condition which may threaten the health of the. 
troops. 

73. He will maintain a strict inspection of the water-supply from' 
its source to the point of distribution with a view to the detection of 
possible pollution or deficiency. Samples of drinking water from eaoht 
station will, under the orders of the Bde. Comdr M He analysed before and* 
after the monsoon each year, and any unsatisfactory condition noticed* 
will be reported. 

74. The tinning of cooking utensils will be tested occasionally for 

the presence of lead. ' v, - 

75. British N. 0. Os. and men will be medically inspected on their ar- 
rival at, and departure from, a station, and whenever necessary. Married 
men will, as a rule, be excused special health inspection (see K. R.. 
and A. R. I., Vol. X, regarding health inspections prior to embarkation). 

Whenever special examinations of soldiers become necessary each- 
individual soldier should be examined by the medical officer in private- 
and, if the presence of a third person is necessary, he should be an 
Assistant Surgeou of the 1. S. M. D. 

76. Medical officers will, yearly in October and whenever small-pox: 
is prevalent in the station or its neighbourhood, take steps to vaccinate 
or re-vaocinate British soldiers and Native combatants and non-comba- 
tants in their charge, who have consented to such operation .on attesta- 
tion or enrolment. Medical officers will vaccinate or re-vaccinate all 
other persons in their charge who consent to such operation (adult 
females of the families of Indian troops may be excepted). 

Recruits should, with their own consent, be vaccinated on joining. Ii 
is desirable that children should be re-vaccinated after ten years. 

Native combatants and non-combatants will not.be permitted to have 
their families living in the lines, unless they consent to have them 
vaccinated or re-Vaccinated (adult females mav be excepted). 

These orders do not apply to persons who show satisfactory marks or 
produce evidence of successful vaccination or re-vaccination, or to persona 
who bear marks of small-pox. 

Vaccine lymph is procurable by book transfer from the most conve- 
niently situated Local Government Vaccine Lymph Depot. 

Conservancy. 

77. The authorized systems of conservancy are 

I— For British troops — 

A pail system with the use of a disinfectant solution .in the- 
latrinepans and for cleaning them and removal by carts or 
receptacles carried by hand. 

IX — -For Indian troops and all followers— 

A pail system with removal by oarts or receptacles carried by- 
hand. Urinaries as well as latrines will be provided. 

78 Sewage will be disposed of in the following ways : — 

I — By a sewage system where this is provided. 

II By incineration, at statious where incinerators have been estab- 

lished. 

HI Biological treatment and disposal of the effluent on land or 

otherwise, at stations where installations for the purpose are 
'* sanctioned. 
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those concerned and carried out. In making recommendations the 
S. M. 0. must bear in. mind that the essential element of., danger 
in all infectious diseases, is the human being and his personal clothing 
or bedding ; also that the risks of danger from walls, floors and ceilings 
are relatively remote. ■ 

I. (by tho 0. C. unit). If recommended by the S. M. 0. the 

room and subsidiary buildings occupied or used by the sick 
slionld he at once vacated, freely ventilated, and no person 
allowed to enter them, except for the purpose of purification. 

II. (by tbe medical authorities). Infected buildings and their 

contents, kitchens, lavatories, latrines, ground, wells, 
conveyances, etc., will, so far as practicable, be disinfected, 
and such further measures of the same kind as become 
necessary during tho course of the disease will be promptly 
carried out. Infected tents will be fumigated, disinfected 
and exposed to tho air for ten days before return to store. 
(Sec A. R. I., Vol. II.) 

Tho scale of authorized disinfectants is given in Army Tables, 
Medical. - • 

III. (by M. W. S, or P. W. D.). If recommended by the 

S. M. 0., the walls, ceilings, and all limewashed parts 
. of a public building which have been occupied by a case, 
of infectious disease will he thoroughly scraped and lime- 
washed. The floor, woodwork and furniture should be well 
washed with country soap and hot wnter. The doors and 
windows should be left open for ten days. 

Cholera. 

84 . I. When cholera exists in the neighbourhood of troops, steps will 
he taken by the S. M. 0. concerned to obtain immediate information of 
cases occurring among tho community for whose health he is respon- 
sible. Special precautions will be taken to protect all water and milk 
supplies, and when there is any possibility of their contamination they 
will be boiled before use. All food supplies from infected places should he 
stopped, and communication with such places restricted as far as possible. 

II. When cholera exists among the civil population of a cantonment, 
arrangements will be made by the cantonment committee for immediate 
isolation and disinfection in all cases. 

III. When a case of cholera occurs among troops, their families or 
followers, the measures detailed in para. 83 will he carried out ; 
particular attention being paid to the thorough disinfection of the latrine 
used by the patient and of all vessels used by the patient and those who 
have, taken meals with him, for holding or storing water and food. 
Persons other than those attacked, who are removed from a room or 
tent under sub-para. I of para. 83, will be kept apart from all others 
■who have not been living in the same room or tent as the patient. 

IV. The excreta and vomited matter from cholera patients will be 
received into vessels containing an efficient disinfection in sufficient 
quantity, and will be afterwards boiled or burned. 

V. The removal of troops among whom cholera is occurring into 
sanitary camps is only necessary when the source of'infection exists in 
or near their lines ; to remove a unit on account of a few cases contracted 
elsewhere would serve no useful purpose. Such moves will take place 
when considered necessary by the Bde. Comdr. (or G. O. 0. in the 
co.se of troops under their immediate command) on the advice of tho 
I)! D. M. S. or A. D. M. S. or S. M. 0. concerned. It must be remembered 
that no benefit is likely to result from the move if any article which can 
carry infection is taken with the troops. All utensils used for holding 
water or food and latrine furniture must, therefore, either be efficiently 
disinfected before being taken into camp, or else be left behind to be dis- 
infected. Similarly all clothing, bedding and bed-cots which can in any 
■way have become infected must be left behind to be disinfected or burned. 
Charpoys or straw are allowed for-sanitary-camps.

After item X,. insert the following new item ; - 
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84-A. "When plague exists in the immediate neighbourhood of troops special rule 
the S. M. 0. concerned must take prompt steps to obtain all information £orplague ’ 
of cases occurring, mot only among the community for whose health he is 
responsible, but among those of the people living outside his sphere of 
activity. . All communication between infected and non-infected places 
should'be stopped or restricted as far as possible and consistent with the 
Cantonment' Code. In circumstances where communication cannot be 


completely restricted, arrangements should be made for the sanitary 
inspection of persons passing from the infected areas into military lines 
and cantonments. 


The prevalence of plague either within a military cantonment or in 
the villages and towns in its vicinity calls for careful and thorough 
extermination ox rats, .mice and other rodents. In conjunction with the 
Military Works officers and with the Cantonment Magistrate, every 
endeavour should be made to destroy rats and mice, and the structural 
fittings of all buildings be examined as to the presence of rat runs. 
These runs should be closed, when possible, coupled with arrangements 
for the destruction of the vermin frequenting them. Steps should be 
taken to encourage the keeping of cats and the placing. of rat-traps in or 
near rat runs. 


When a case of plague occurs among troops, their families or their 
followers r the measures detailed in para. 83 will be carried out, 
particular attention being directed to the existence of rats, mice, rat runs 
and other channels by which vermin of this kind can obtain shelter or 
gain access to men and their clothing. Persons, other than those 
attacked, who are removed from a room or tent under para. 83, will 
be kept apart from all others who have not bem livino’ in the same room

The occurrence of plague cases among troops must not be regarded’ 
as necessarily involving migration of the whole- unit into camp. Where-- 
the condition of the lines is bad. and such as to offer reasons to believe- 
that the buildings contain infected rodents, immediate evacuation is- 
-indicated so also where a series of cases have occurred within a short 
period of time, say, a week, complete evacuation, coupled with a thorough 

c 2 
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overhauling and disinfection of all clothing and bedding, must be carried 
out. The S. M. 0. concerned must obo his discretion in all cases, 
attaching duo 'importance to tho known channels of infection in this 
disease. 

Tho value of-plague inoculation during times of opidemicity. of this 
diseaso must bo remembered, and when a number oF cases have occurred 
or a unit or group of units aro seriously attacked, every endeavour 
should be made by tho S. M. 0. concerned in conjunction -with the 0. C. 
units to . encourage inon and all likely to be exposed to plague infection 
to submit to tho procedure. It is undesirable to press anti-plague 
inoculation on the occurrence of a single case or even a few isolated 
cases in a unit. 

The provisions of sub-paras. Vr, VII, VIII and IX of para. 8 4, as 
relate to cholera, may ho considered as applicable in circumstances 
of plague occurrence. 

When intimating tho occurronco of plague, the telegraphic code 
given for cholera in Appx. V should bo used, placing, ho n ever, the 
word “ plaguo ” at the commencement of tho message. 


Medical boards and invaliding. 
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85 . Medical boards, as described below, will be assembled under the* 
orders of tho Bde. Comdr. (the 0. C. the station in very urgent cases), 
and will consist of three medical officers, if available, ,but not less than 
two. “ Tho President of Standing, Periodical and Annual Invaliding 
Boards will invariably bo tho D. D. M. S. or A. D. M. S, of the Civisiou 
or Brigade.

Officers are expected to interpret these regulations x'easonably and intelligently, 
with a due regard to the interests of the service. No attempt has been made to 
prescribe for necessary and self-evident, exceptions, nor for such matters of 
detail as should be provided for by the Director General of Military Woi’ks.

The C. G. can transfer accountants from the M. W. S. to other 
administrations and vice versa. 

Executive. 

10. It is the duty of the A. G. R. E. to carry out all works under his 
orders with due regard to good quality, expedition, and economy ; to 
satisfy himself that no unauthorized expenditure is incurred and that 
no deviations are made from sanctioned designs without due authority. 
He is responsible under the Bde. Comdr. for the condition of all buildings 
in his charge. v 

11. To facilitate the transaction of business, sub-divisions are formed 

under the sanction of the D. G. M. W. They will consist of certain deB- 
nite charges that may be suitably held by a G. E. or a selected upper 
subordinate. Europeans will usually be placed in charge of those in 
which British troops are quartered. Sub-divisional allowance of Rs. 30 
a month may be sanctioned by the Divl. Comdr. within the number 
allotted to the Division (C. R. E., N.-W. P. Province, in the case 
of the Kohat, Bannu, Derajat and Abbottabad Bdes.), to a subor- 
dinate in charge of a sub-division, provided that a G. E. is not in direct 
charge of the . same, and that no further allowance is admissible for 
the charge of more than one sub-division, A sub-overseer should only 
be placed in charge when no G. E. or upper subordinate is available. 
The number of sub-divisional allowances for the M. *W. S. is restricted! 
to an aggregate of 132 distributed among Divisions and Independent! 
Brigades as the D. G. M. W. may direct. * I 

A. Bde. Comdr. can withhold a sanctioned allowance, if he deems it 
desirable to do so, for any reason. 

12. Upper subordinates are responsible for the good quality and 
prompt execution of all works under their charge. They will keep 
muster rolls of labour and the accounts for their works, and will see that 
all their employes are regularly paid. If there is no cashier or store- 
keeper, they will also have charge of cash and stores. 

13. The barrack department establishment will, under the orders t>f 
the A. C. R. E. or G. E., carry out the duties connected with the occupa- 
tion of military buildiugs by. troops or departments, and with the manu- 
facture, repair and distribution of bairack, hospital, and other furniture. 

14:. Barrack Dept, sub-divisions are formed under the sanction of the 
D. G. M. W. and will consist of certain definite charges. The D. G. M. 
W. will decide which sub-divisions, within a maximum limit correspond- 
ing in number to 25 per cent, of the total establishment, shall carry sub- 
divisional allowance at Rs. 30 a month. The grant of the allowance to 
an individual may be sanctioned by the divisional commander (G. 0. C. 
Bde., in the case of Aden) provided the conditions laid down in para. 11 
are complied with. 

The allowances allotted to Burma will be disposed of under the orders 
of the local P. W. D. authorities. 

The Brigade Commander can withhold a sanctioned allowance, if he 
deerufi it desirable to do so for any reason.

57* Classification and maintenance of roads in cantonments. 

(al Imperial Otvil or Provincial Roads . — These consist of the 
sections of the main arterial communications of tho 
country, required for civil purposes independently of the 
existence of the cantonment which happen to lie within 
cantonment limits. The cost of maintaining these sections 
of civil roads is mot from civil funds in the same manner 
ns tho roraainder of tho roads of which they form a part. 
(b) hnponal Military Roads • — These are roads required for 
puroly military purposes, such aB those within the linos 
occupied by rogular troops, or leading from those lines 
to fho railway sialion, or to the main lines of communi- 
cation of the country, or those effecting communication 
botwcon the main roads in the cantonment and buildings 
used for military purposes. The cost of maintaining 
Ihcso roads is mot from military works funds. 

(o) Cantonment Fund Roads . — These are roads required mere- 
ly for the convenience of residents in the cantonment ; 
they are maintained from cantonment funds. 

The classification of roads in each cantonmont will be considered by 
the Standing Barrack Committee.

67. When any new work or extensive alterations or repairs to a build- 
ing are about to be undertaken, due notice 1 should be given to the 0. C. 
or departmental officer and, if necessary, the building should he taken 
over by tbe local M. W. officer for tbe purpose.

71. Butts and ranges for all services, except volunteers, will b9 con-, 
strutted by the State. Artillery ranges (the selection of which is left to] 
the discretion of the Divnl. Oomdr.) and their encamping grounds will] 
be maintained by tbe M. W. S., but compensation for damage to' 
cultivation is not debitable to tbo hi. W. grant. Rifle ranges must 
be maintained in good repair by the corps in charge; repairs to, 
or renewal of, the wood-work or masonry of firing platforms, markers’ 
butts, galleries and trenches will be carried out by the M. W. S. 
When a corps is absent the range will be taken over and maintained by 
(he M. W. S.

C. Divns. and Bdes. are not concerned with the administration 
of civil works funds or civil works executed by the agency of the M.

In the case of works connected with ecclesiastical buildings, special 
rules are laid down in P. W. D. Code, Volume III, Appendix 10, on the 
subject of the sanction required for various classes of these works.

Appendix V. 

Accommodation authorized for troops and departments. 

Officers and Subordinates. 

1. The provision o£ officers quarters and mess liouses at presidency towns, in officers' 
forts and foreign territories requires the sanction of the Government of India ; qurvrtcrB. 
in all other cases the previous sanction of the Secretary of State is necessary. 

They should he designed so that the authorized totals of plinth area and floor 
ntea of the main rooms shall not be exceeded, and that the rent assessed under 
rule shall not exceed the maximum recoverable from an officer of the rank for 
which the quarter was designed. Each quarter shall be olassed as suitable for an 
officer of a certain rank, and whether for a married or a single officer. A quarter 
for a junior married officer (/.<?*> an officer below field rank) shall bo generally so 
designed as to be suitable for two single officers of the same rank. The scale of 
quarters laid down . for married captains and lieutenants is not the recognised 
authorized scale, and officers occupying these will pay an increased rent. 

In the case of regiments sending large detachments to the hills, the alternative 
scale of quarters for single captains and lieutenants in the plains given in items 
3 (ii) and 4 (ii) would be suitable. Two rooms of the size given should ho allotted 
to an officer during the summer, and only one room during the winter. The 
question as to the extent to which the alternative scale is applicable will be settled 
on the merits of each case. 

2, In the case of quarters for officers of British Cavalry regiments and batteries 
of R, H. A., two stalls per quarter in addition to the number authorized under 
items 1 to 4 may he provided, when new quarters are built, subject to the pay- 
ment of rent as laid down in A. R., I. } Yol. III.

10. The hill type of hut for single men:should be 22 feet broad with a 6 ft. 

verandah in the clear in front. Each single man should be providod with 66 
sq. ft. of floor area and 660 c. ft. of air space.

In hill stations in Poona, Mhow and Quetta Divisions (except at Quetta 
itself), the authorized^ accommodation is 77 sq. ft. and l,4f)8 c. ft. per single man. 

In the case of auxiliary buildings, the width of the hut should bo 20 ft. only* 
but the design need not be rigidly adhered to, if it can bo improved without 
increasing the floor area or cost of the building, 

11. The ground floors of double-storied barracks are only to be used es dormi- 
tories in the Rawalpindi, Lahore and Peshawar Divns. (except at Peshawar), at 
Bareilly, Ranikhet, Naim Tal, Shahjokanpore, Eoorkee, Chakrata, Meerut, Muttra, 
Delhi, Landour, Lucknow, Fyzabad, Oawnpove, Fatehgarh, Sitapore, and in 
Secunderabad (R. A. lines); if similar permission is required elsewhere, special 
application must be made. In the hills the lower floors may be used a’s dormi- 
tories, but they should be well raised above ground level, and ventilation should 
be given through the basement. Staircases should usually be given in the hack 
verandahs, not in the transept. Unenclosed night urinals, but not night closets, 
may he allowed in the upper verandahs, and a sweeper's staircase should be given. 

12. The best sites are those on the summit levels. When a barrack is con- 
structed on a terrace cut out in the hill side, care should he taken to cut oil the 
drainage of the higher ground from the site of the barrack, and no part of the 
barrack should be nearer the face of the slope than 25 feet. The building should, 
if possible, be at right angles and not parallel to the slope. 

13. The band are to have a separate barrack equal in size to that of a half com- 
pany or quarter-squadron, and, in this case, no special provision is necessary for a 
hand practice room. 

14 Quarters for single serjeants should ho placed at the ends of single men's 
barracks.
